2. Claims 3 1-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Anderson et al. 
(US Patent No. 5,829,351). 

Anderson discloses a product labeling apparatus with a stationary core and a rotatable . 
sleeve (24) with flexible bellows (38) carried thereon.^ The core includes a vacuum airway (18).' 
mad a pressure airway (32). (Figure 6; Col. 2, lines 2-38.) 

Regarding claim 32, the vacuum port (18) in Anderson includes a slot (36) extending ; 
along its periphery and pressure tube includes a cross tube (34). 

Regarding claim 33, the bellows includes an air diffuser in the form of a cup (42) which 
allows both the positive and negative air pressure to flow through. 

Regarding claim 34, perforations on the tamping end of the bellows are shown in . Figure
